4. L Ipach Military Department shall use a Special Selection Board for the reasons 
listed in Section 628(a) or 14502(a) of 10 U-S.C. (reference (b)); that i^, the officer 
who wasbligible for promotion and was not considered for selection for promoti<)n, 

4,2, Each Military Department is encouraged, ahhoughnot required, to use a : 
Special Selection Board for the reasons listed in Section 628(b) or 145Q2(b) of 
reference (b); that is, if the decision of the original board that considered the officer 
was contrary to law or involved factual or administrative error, or if the board lacked 
some material information for consideration. 

A3. A Special Selection Board shall not, under Section 628(b) or 14502(b) of 
referenc 5 (b), cbtiBider igny officei;^ who mighty by maintaining reasonably careful ' 
records^ have di3Covered^tak^ to correct that error or omission on which the 

original board ba^ed its decision against promotion.

EL l[.2. Commissioned Officer . An officer in any of the Military Services in the 
Department of Defense who holds a grade aad an office xmdqc a commission sigaed by 
the Presiient, and who is appointed as a Regular or a Reserve officer. It does not 
include a commissioned warrant officer or a retired commissioned officer.
